We, William, by the grace of God King 
mi IV.issia, oVc, make known uuto all as 
follows: The governments of the King- 
dom of Hanover and the Klectorate o' 
H<ssse, nnd the Duchy of Nassau, as well 
as tbe free city of Fra> kfort, 
have, through taking part iu 
the Ii stile attitude of the former Ger- 
manic dltt pla'-ed themselves in open 
state of war with Prussia. They have re- 
fused neutrality as well as -the alliance 
offered them repeatedly, ami even iu the 
last hour, by Prussia, under promise of 
guaranteeing them their territorial pos- 
sessions. 

I Lev have taken an active part in the 

war of Austria against Prussia, and hava 
brought down upon them and their coun- 
tries the decision of waV. That decision 
has, by the will of G.sJ, resulted against 
them. Political necessity compels us not 
to reinvest tfcem with the power of gov- 
ernment, ol which they have been de- 
prived through tbe victorious progress ot 
our army. 

If they were to retain their independ- 
ence, the said isynntries would, on ac- 
counl of their geographic position, 
through a hostile or even on'y a doubt ml 
attitude of their Governments, be able to 
cause difficult iet and obstacles to Prussian 
policy and military action far exceeding 
the meusure of their actual power and 
ini|Mjrtance. 

It is not a craving for acquisition of 
territory, but a sense ol the duly of pro- 
te.siog our hereditary States trom recur- 
ring d -.nger, and to give to the national 
reconstruction of Germany a broader and 
firmer foundation, which compels us to 
uuite forever with our monarchy the 
Kiiigdun of Hanover. Ihe Fleet rate mt 
He-se, the Duchv of Nassau and the free 
citv of Frankfort. 

We know that only part of the popula- 
tion of these States shares with us the 
conviction of this neoc-sity. We reapect 
and honor feelings of fidelity and allegi- 
ance which bind the iuhab tants of those 
States to llieir foruier princely hotnen, and 
t > their indep ndent political institution, 
but we trust that actual participation 
iu the progressive development of the 
ol the National I'nion, along with a leni- 
ent treatment to all justifiable peculiari- 
ties will facilitate the favorable transac 
lion into the new and greater community.
